The following is the text of framed addresses pre- 
sented to the Davis brothers by the town: 

"This address is presented by the citizens of tho 
town of Newmarket to Aubrey Davis, Andrew J. Davis 
and E. J. Davis, Jr., who, in the year 1904, in associa- 
tion with their father, the late Hon. E. J. Davis, one- 
time minister of the crown, moved their small tannery 
from the village of Kinghorn in the township of King 
to the town of Newmarket and who, on March 1, are 
severing their connection with the tannery, now known 
as the Davis Leather Co.. Ltd. 

During the 42-year period they have developed 
their tannery to its present large proportions where 
they have become the largest tanners of calf skins in 
the British Commonwealth of Nations. In the course 
of that development, the town of Newmarket has 
experienced to the fujl the beneficial effects which 
accrue lo a mumci{> .\ which has as its industrial 
leaders men who cvif^V ' regard not primarily for 
their own welfare, bxmSr'tml of their fellow workers 
and the community. 

"Because of their attitude, sanity and harmony has 
existed, and exists, in relations between labor and 
management in the town of Newmarket to a degree not 
' ;exlterienced elsewjiere; and as an inevitable result, the 
town of Newmarket, not torn by industrial and internal 
strife, has enjoyed to the utmost the co-operation of 
all its citizens in obtaining to an extent without 
parallel in any municipality of comparable size those 
facilities so necessary for the welfare and enjoyment 
of its citizens. 

"Among their contributions to the community lias 
been the donation of the magnificent new* wing to the 
York County Hospital Corporation known as the 
Margaret Davis Wing and an enduring monument to 
the respect and regard they had for their saintly and 
revered mother, Margaret Davis, who knew and con- 
quered the trials and vicissitudes of raising a large 
family in ipioneer times. 

"And perhaps therein lies their most outstanding 
contribution because the exemplary force of tho regard 
and respect they have shown throughout their lives for 
their homes and families shall surely be felt in the 
town of Newmarket long after they shall have been 
called to their reward."

SHOULD GO TO SCHOOLS

Some weeks ago, we wrote of the efforts being 
made 'by the Canada and Newfoundland Educa- 
tion Association to have instructional material 
such as projectors, machine tools, etc., made 
available to schools on indefinite loan. Origin- 
ally used for the training of Canadian service- 
men, the equipment has been placed in the hands 
of War Assets Corporation for sale to the public 
now that it is no longer required by the services. 

The C.N.E.A. presses for the indefinite loan of 
instructional material to the schools on these 
grounds: 

Motion picture projectors, typewriters, hand 
tools, and other instructional equipment already 
bought and paid for by the people of Canada, can 
be used to excellent advantage in the schools. If 
they are sold, the gain to the treasury will be 

small in comparison; 

The great majority of people in Canada place 
the welfare of education above any rigid adher- 
ence by the government to a sales policy; and 
although the dominion government may have no 
legal or technical obligation to benefit education, 
most people would agree at once that the govern- 
ment should use the people's property to help 

w 

the schools; 

If instructional equipment is distributed on in- 
definite loan, many school communities will 
realize for the first time the value of using 
motion picture projectors, of teaching typewrit- 
ing, and of giving instruction in practical sub- 
ject's. Local school authorities will thereafter 
maintain a higher standard in educational 
facilities to the benefit not only of education but 
of business and industry. There will be no 
depletion of the market for such instructional 
equipment, but an increasing 
equipment.

Temper tantrums are 
really very interesting although 
we want to get the child past 
that phase before he ' becomes 
an adult. Anger indicates loss 
of control. Make sure it never 
works. Know what caused it. 
Some tantrums are for the sake 
of getting attention in which 
instance it is advisable to re- 
move the audience. Sometimes 
the child stages a tantrum to 
get something besides attention. 
Our habit of saying 'no* before 
examining facts or being deaf to 
children sometimes causes temp- 
er tantrums. 

1. Plan that. the child's reason- 
able needs are met and even 
anticipated. 2. Provide sufficient 
outlet in activity. 3. Protect 
from bad emotional habits ' in 
parents. 4. Look for underlying 
causes, ignore temper tantrums. 
5. Causes might be irregular or 
faulty routine, requirements that 
aren't fair, insistence on minor 
unimportant points, interference ■ Toronto, spent 
vyith child's free time, failure to j i no j r home, 
understand child's activities, in- 
terfpring with child's activities 
too often, maybe a beginning 
infection; reduction of resistance, 
or the child may be hungry or 
tired. 

Temper tantrums usually occur 
before the noon meal when the 
child is hungry or in the late 
afternoon when he is tired. The 
child should learn how to relax 
and • rest for ten minutes before 
his noon meal. The child can 
also be helped to learn more 
effective means to gel what he 
wants.

"Community teamwork, in its 
broadest terms, is the only hope 
for mankind." declared Frank 
D o w s e 1 1, labor management 
counsel of Toronto and Wood- 
bridge who addressed the 
Aurora board of trade on Thurs- 
day evening in Trinity parish 
hall. 

"After the Great War we said. 
'It can't happen again' ami 
3greed to look after our re- 
turned men " he stated. "Selfish 
interests and . poor planning 
brought about another war and 
saw unemployed war veterans 
sleeping in the shadow of monu- 
ments bearing the words 'Lest 
We Forget*. 



Atomic energy could now an- 
nihilate civilization if not prop- 
erly used, he stated. He pre- 
ferred the visions of Lord Tenny-

H. G. Wells. Tennyson pre- 
dicted all the advancements that 
had been reached but did not 
take a gloomy outlook. Wells, 
in his book, The World Set Free,

"The parliament of man, the 
federation of the world." as op- 
timistically visioned by Lord 
Tennyson, was, he felt, the real 
solution to world problems.
